REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of 
Berwick: 


I herewith submit my annual report of schools. 

It is keenly regretted that this report must include a 
record of the destruction by fire of the Sullivan High School 
building on the afternoon of June 6, 1927. Following the 
discovery of the fire, the flames spread so quickly through 
the rooms and corridors that no opportunity was given to 
_ save the contents of the building. Through the presence 
of mind of the High School principal, the High School 
records were saved. The value of these records is perhaps 
not appreciated by the public at large, who little realize how 
often individual high school records are copied and sent to 
various parts of the country to aid our alumni in securing 
desired positions. Although sadness comes to many of us 
because of the loss of the building around which are 
centered so many tender memories of school days, yet, 
judging from the fierceness with which the fire raged, and 
the rapidity with which the building was destroyed, this 
apparent calamity may have been a blessing in disguise. 
The swiftness with which the fire spread throughout the

entire building proved the structure to be a veritable fire- 
trap. It was due to the presence of mind of the teachers 
and the efficiency of their fire drill that no lives were lost. 
We can but feel that the modern structure which is now 
replacing the old, although comparatively more costly be- 
cause of stricter state requirements, so deplored by some, 
will amply repay all our sacrifices in the better preservation 
of the health and the safeguarding of the lives of the boys 
and girls. 


The financial adversity attendant upon the loss of the 
High School building called forth the staunch loyalty of the 
citizens of Berwick. I regret that the promise not to give 
publicity to those who have made direct personal gifts and 
sacrifices, prohibits publishing their names. A dhligent, 
hard-working man came directly from his work to my home 
just a few days after the fire and, tearing open his pay 
envelope, handed me a ten dollar bill to be used toward the 
purchase of new equipment. He regretted that he could 
not givemore. Another, without solicitation, is to contribute 
a new unabridged dictionary for the High School room. 
Already on the shelves of my office are more than seventy- 
five volumes, many of them beautifully bound classics, 
donated by one who thus expresses his love for the old 
school. Others have promised books for the shelves of the 
new reference library when it is ready. One hundred 
dollars was generously contributed by a local woman’s 
organization, thus putting into practice the excellent tenets 
of the order. A teacher in Portland sent two dollars. 
One man has hauled, sawed and stored four cords of wood 
free of charge to the rural school of his community, while 
earlier in the year he saw that the schoolroom was properly 
cleaned without any expense to the town. One of the rural 
school teachers has herself painted the woodwork of her 
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schoolroom and, with the help of neighbors and friends, 
tinted and whitened the walls and ceiling. Several days of 
hard work were contributed by some of the parents of 
children attending the Cross Road school in repairing and 
cleaning the school building. A similar spirit was mani- 
fested at the Clark and Cranberry Meadow schools. Wood, 
the market value of which is from $12 to $13 per cord, is 
being delivered for $10 by one who thus shows his willing- 
ness to help. The Rochester Street schools have contrib- 
uted $50 toward the equipment of the new building, within 
whose walls it is hoped many happy days are in store for 
these little folks in the years to come, as well as pleasant 
memories to carry with them through life. Through the 
efforts of the teachers of the Rochester Street and Allen 
Street schools, their buildings were also made ready for 
- the fall work without expense to the town. The spirit of 
helpfulness shown by the members of the Methodist church, 
the Odd Fellows and the Knights of Pythias in offering 
their buildings for the use of the schools was a source of 
much encouragement to the school authorities. Thus, in 
part, has the love of the old school and loyalty to Berwick 
in time of need been manifested. 


I would call attention to the article in the town war- 
rant in regard to the sale of the rural school buildings 
where the schools have been discontinued for several years. 
The complaint throughout the state is quite universal that 
the unoccupied rural school buildings have become the 
objects of destruction by predatory automobile parties and 
others. Because of the fact that many of the neighboring 
farmhouses are vacant, rural communities can no longer | 
afford adequate protection for their school property. This 
is especially true of the school building at Diamond Hill. 
The question arises: Shall this building be kept in repair 
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and insured, including the extra nine dollars per year 
premium because it is a vacant apace or shall the build- 
ing be sold? 

With the completion of the new High School building, 
it is hoped that sufficient funds will be available to grade 
and loam the yard in front so that a grass lawn may be 
provided and maintained. Since School street is now a 
part of one of the Maine trunk line roads, bringing the 
school under the observation of thousands of travelers every 
year, civic pride alone should impel a desire for beautiful 
school grounds. Improvements in the grounds of the Allen 
Street and Rochester Street schools would also add to the 
attractiveness of our town. | 

But such worthy projects mean added time and expense, 
yet do not represent enough added time in conjunction with 
the present janitor duties to require full-time labor. I 
would like to suggest the establishment of a full-time posi- 
tion of “Village Caretaker,” with sufficient salary attached 
to make it. worth while for some capable and reliable man 
to consider. If the small wages paid for the part-time jobs 
of caring for the soldiers’ monument, keeping Sullivan 
square clean, duties of attendance officer, constable, census- 
taker, together with the duties of the village school janitor, 
were pooled as one salary for the full-time position of 
“Village Caretaker,” it would then be possible for a man to 
be available at all times and render the town efficient 
service, and in a large degree eliminate much of the com- 
plaint which now prevails. 


On account of the necessity of providing temporary 
quarters for the High and Grammar schools and the 
expense incurred, it was deemed advisable to defer repairs 
on the rural schools. The money thus saved, together with 
that through the gratuitous work of parents, teachers. and 
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citizens, was used to help in preparing the town hall and 
the Knights of Pythias building for occupancy. This re- 
quired new flush toilets, drinking fountains, painting, heating 
equipment, and furniture. The expense was so great that 
it became necessary to overdraw the repair appropriation. 
Added to this came the necessity of purchasing a new 
boiler for the Allen Street building. According to report, 
the leaking condition of the old boiler caused the overheat- 
ing and cracking of the dry sections. 


The school committee is again confronted with the 
problem of insufficient seating capacity at the Rochester 
Street and Allen Street school buildings for the first five 
grades. A short time ago it became necessary to transfer 
the third grade from Rochester Street to Allen Street, and 
the sixth grade-from Allen Street to the High School 
building. The Allen Street building is now so crowded 
that extra chairs are placed in one of the aisles. The fifth 
grade, which leaves Allen Street the coming year, has an 
enrollment of 23, while the second grade, which will enter 
Allen Street, has an enrollment of 43. It may be necessary 
to send another grade to the High School Building, leaving 
only two grades at Allen Street. 


In looking back over the year, which has brought many 
added burdens and responsibilities, the spirit of co-operation 
shown and the valuable counsel of the members of my 
committee will always be recalled with pleasure. Then let 
us all strive to remember—“If Winter Comes é

To the Superintendent of Schools: 
I submit the following High School report: 
TIME: ELEMENT 


Because of the uncertainty of the efficiency of our 
emergency heating apparatus, it was deemed expedient to 
begin the term September 6, a week earlier than usual. 
This, together with the short vacation at Christmas time, 
has placed us two weeks ahead of our usual schedule, thus 
providing a safety measure of the time element which ought 
to offset any unusual occurrence which may arise. 


ATTENDANCE RECORD 


The fact that the school is in session but once daily, 
leaving the entire afternoon free for additional activities, 
together with the splendid co-operation of the parents in 
this matter,has raised the attendance average considerably. 
_ The enrollment for the Fall term was 52, with an average 
attendance ef 49. The first half of the Winter term had an 
enrollment of 53 with an attendance of 51. Tardiness has 
been reduced to a minimum. 


TEXT-BOOKS. 


New text-books and supplies have been provided for 
all classes. These newest works and latest editions give us 
an equipment equal to any. Due to the lack of laboratory 
facilities, scientific study, other than First Year General 
Science, has been necessarily omitted. 


PROGRESS OF CLASSES 


January 20 was observed as Visiting Day. Work in 
Somersworth High, Portsmouth High and Berwick Acad- 
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emy was observed. Our teachers report their classes on an 
achievement equal with those visited. 


SUPERVISED STUDY 


In addition to the regular school work, an afternoon 
session of supervised study, one hour in length, is held daily. 
This-is for the benefit of those pupils whose rank for the 
preceding week has been unsatisfactory in some subject. 


DISCIPLINE 


No disciplinary problems have arisen. We have but 
one rule of conduct: That pupils conduct themselves like 
ladies and gentlemen. 


EXTRA-CURRICULUM ACTIVITIES 


The production of the School Play, the Prize Speaking 
Contest, the publication of 7e Navillus, the Lincoln Medal 
Contest, and the observance of special days are being carried 
on as usual. Participation in sports has been curtailed. 
An innovation this year has been a series of student assem- 
blies at regular intervals, each sponsored by a different class. 


SUGGESTION 


In order that the present Senior Class may have some 
association with the new school building, I venture to sug- 
gest the feasibility of combining the graduation exercises of 
the class with the dedicatory exercises of the building. The 

“presence of the officials of the State Department of Educa- 
tion, together with other educators, would undoubtedly lend 
a dignity to the occasion not otherwise obtained.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent and Members of the School Board: 


The first-grade pupils have learned many lovely Rote 
_ Songs given in the Progressive Series (Book 1), Educational] 
and Hollis-Dann Series. We have found joy m singing these 
songs and are hoping to awaken each child to love music. 


The second-grade pupils have had many Rote Songs 
from these same series and in addition are learning to sing 
syllables, and locate them by ear training. This work has 
been done by rote. In the third grade the same Book I 
of the Progressive Series has been put into the hands of 
the pupils, and they have studied many songs with syllables, 
too, and words. ‘They have learned more about staff posi- 
tion of notes and scale work through ear training. The 
Rote Songs have been much enjoyed by the children. 


Pupils in the fourth grade have been studying songs 
in Book II of the Progressive Series, a more advanced idea 
of sight reading. Drill has been given them on the theory | 
of music as outlined in the course, and they have learned 
many Rote Songs with the idea of giving them the best 
- music appropriate to each occasion. In the fifth grade 
pupils are doing nicely with study of two-part songs given 
in Book II of the Progressive Series. They are drilling on 
music theory as the work requires, and in addition learning 
attractive Rote Songs. 


JUNIOR HIGH, GRADES VI, VII AND VIII 


We have used the Progressive Series, Book III, as 
our study for all threé grades, with a songbook, ‘Twice 55,” 
added. Our work has been chorus songs and a review of 
some needed work on music structure. We have sung two- 
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part choruses only, and have added an occasional song from 
outside. We would have liked to follow the work with 
each grade separately, but at present this didn’t seem 
possible. 


HIGH SCHOOL MUSIC 


We have been singing choruses from Parsons’ High 
School Song Book and the Golden Song Book. Being 
limited to pitch-pipe in the work has been a hard problem, 
and now that a piano is available, we are hoping to progress . 
faster. We have had some review work in scales and keys. 
The thing most desired is the enjoyment of the music and 
a good start made for future glee club and other musical 
activities. 


I wish to add that we all appreciate the loan of the 
Grafonola and records from the American Legion and 
others.

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REPORT OF THE PUBLIC-HEALTH NURSE 


During the year of 1927 every school in Berwick was 
visited once and some even more. Every pupil present at 
the time of the nurse’s visit was inspected. 


Two hundred and eighty-nine pupils were imspected 
and 470 were found with one or more defects. There were 
78 that needed the attention of a dentist, 38 with symptoms 
of throat trouble, 49 who were Io per cent or more under- 
weight, one 20 per cent or more underweight, four .20 per 
cent or more overweight, 14 with defective eyes and other 
defects. 


The first eight grades were inspected in January, with 
the following results: 211 children inspected and 136 of 
them were found with one or more defects ; 25 were 10 per 
cent or more underweight, two were 20 per cent or more ~ 
overweight, 42 with symptoms of throat trouble, 73 needing 
the care of a dentist ; and the other defects found were four 
who were sub-normal, one who was crippled, and one speech 
defect. 


In one room there had been four tonsilectomies since 
the inspection of last year, one had her eyes fitted to 
glasses, besides a great number of dental corrections. 

There were 16 or more visits made to different homes, 
besides numerous miscellaneous visits. 


From this report you can easily see that there have 
been a great many corrections. Children are visiting the 
dentist oftener, having their throats taken care of, and are 
learning to eat correctly, and observing the pencil rules of 
health so as to gain in weight. 


It is impossible to give the exact numbez of corrections 
that followed the visit of the nurse, but 308 notices were 
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sent to the parents of the pupils, of the weight, height, 
“normal weight, percentage of under or phair ls and any 
other defect that the nurse found. 

Two children were accompanied to and from the hos- 
pital where they had their tonsils and adenoids removed. 

A Child Health Conference was held in the Methodist 
church, and Dr. W. T. Elliott examined 24 pre-school 
children and infants. The doctor was assisted by the two 
county nurses, Miss I. C. Johansen, R. N., and Miss Edna 
Avery, R. N. The interest shown at this conference was 
wonderful and the mothers were greatly pleased. It is 
hoped that there will be one every year, as the pre-school 
and infant and child needs to be watched closely so as to 
be in good condition when he enters school. 

An analysis of physical inspection of school children 
shows that most defects are listed under the heading of 
malnutrition, defective vision, impaired hearing, abnormal 
throat conditions, nasal obstruction and defective teeth. 
These defects, if not corrected, seriously hamper the child’s 
progress in school and may produce a harmful lasting effect 
on health later in life. If we correct these defects in child- 
hood, we are safeguarding the health of future citizens and 
the prosperity and well-being of our nation. The child in 
good health is a better pupil. The man or woman in good 
health is a better citizen. 


1. Vistion.—Child should be able to read line rire 
“20” at a distance of 20 feet, or have glasses which are prop- 
erly fitted. . 

2. Hearing.—Child should hear a whisper at a dis- 
tance of 20 feet. 

3. Teeth.—Teeth reasonably clean and no exposed 
roots or unfilled cavities or evidence of any disease present 
which can be corrected. 
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4. Throat.—Child has no symptoms of trouble with 
throat or nasal obstruction and is not a mouth-breather. 


5. Weight —Child is not 10 per cent or more under- 
weight, or not 20 per cent or more overweight. 


6. Posture.—Child has excellent posture in sitting, 
walking and standing. | ; 


To encourage pupils to strive to become “Six-Point” 
children, the Maine Public Health Association will furnish 
“Six-Point” buttons which will be awarded during the 
month of May, Child Health Month, to all who were “Six: — 
Point’ children throughout the year, also to those who have 
had their defects corrected, placing thernselves in that 
group. — 

We ask your co-operation in helping your town to have 
as many “‘Six-Point” children as possible. A healthy child 
is the town’s greatest asset. :

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INSURANGECON SCHOOL BUILDINGS 


. The unfortunate experience of the past year in the loss 
of the High School building by fire compels a more definite 
consideration of the adjustment of the fire insurance on the 
school buildings and property. In the past, a low valuation, 
flat-rate insurance has been carried at a small annual ex- 
pense for premiums. The insurance agents now advise the 
adoption of the so-called eighty per cent clause insurance, 
with a decided increase in the valuation of the buildings and 
the resultant cost of premiums. The school committee wish 
for an expression from the townspeople, at the annual March 
meeting, as to their desires in this matter. As an aid to 
this, the following list of the proposed insurance is given, 
with a table of the cost of three and five-year term policies.
